‘T am not sorry, but proud 
that 40% of Harvard University 
has gone into the war/ 1 says 
President Lowell of Harvard. His 
sentiment is no doubt shared hy 
man y other college presidents all 
over the country. 

The loss of over half of the two 
upper classes at Vide, Princeton 
and Harvard is duplicated in many 
colleges. The professional and 
graduate schools other than en¬ 
gineering show even heavier losses. 
The Harvard Law School and 
Graduate School of Bunificss Ad¬ 
ministration register only d2% and 
34% respectively of their normal 
numbers. 

On the other hand there is a 
larger attendance at many mili¬ 
tary, engineering and medical sch¬ 
ools, as illustrated in an increase 
of 8% in the Harvard Medical 
School.

a just and lasting peace. 

Whoever has watched ulif en¬ 
deavors in these three previous 
? years that have just elapsed could 
easily sue Lhat while wu rcmainorl 
ever true to our resolution of abso¬ 
lute impartialty and benefideut 
action, we never ceased to urge 
the belligerent peoples run I Gov¬ 
ernments again to be brothers, 
although all that we did to reach 
this very noble goal was not made 
public. 

About I he end of the firsi year 
of the war we addressed to the con¬ 
tending nations the most, earnest 
exhortations and in addi' hn j jointed 
to the fsalh tha^ would lead to 
a stable peace honorable to aH- 
V Tifortu nately our appeal was not 
heeded and the war waq fiercely 
carried on for two more years 
with all its horrors. It became 
even more cruel and spread over 
land and sea and even to thu air.

according to rules and guaranty 
to be <“■:tablislicd P in the tiBcessarv[ 
and sufficient measures for the 
maintenance of public order in 
every State; then, taking the jjlace 
of ami!-;, the institution of arbi¬ 
tration, with its high pacifying 
function, according to rules to he 
drawn in concert and under sanct- 
acms to be determined against any 
State which would decline either 
to refer international questions to 
arbitration or to accept iLs awards. 

Wlien supremacy of right is 
thus established, let every obstacle 
as to Wa y s of communication of the I 
peoples be removed by insuring, 
through rules to be also deter¬ 
mined, the true freedom and com¬ 
munity of ihe seas, which, on the 
ono hand, would eliminate manv 
causes of conflict and, on the other 
hand, would open to all new sour¬ 
ces of prosperity at id progress. 

As for the damage* to be repaid 
and the cost of the war, wo see no 
other way oi solving the question 
than by setting up the general 
principle of i.ti lire reciprocal con¬ 
donation which would be justified 
by the immense benefit to be de¬ 
rived from disarmament, alt the 
more as one could not understand 
that, such carnage could go on 
for mere economic reasons, [f cer¬ 
tain particular reasons stand against 
this in certain cases, let them be 
weighed in justice and equity. 

But these specific agreements, 
with the. immense advantages that 
flow from them, arc not possible 
unless territory now occupied is 
reciprocally restituted, Therefore, 
on thu part of Germany, total 
evacuation of Belgium, with guar¬ 
antees of its entire political, mili¬ 
tary, and economic independence 
toward any power whatever - evac¬ 
uation also of the French terri¬ 
tory; on the part of the other 
belligerents a similar restitution 
of the German colonies. 

As regELnls territorial questions 
as, for mstaoce T those that arc 
disputed by Italy and Austria, by
